DEAD AFTER LONG 


PARALYTIC ILLNESS 


Lyrchburg, Va., June 30. — John 


W. Daniel, senior senator from Vir- 
ginia, died at the Lynchbury sana- 
torium at 10:35 o'clock las^ 
night, 


his daath being due to a recurrence 
of paralysis.
